in the Moon, 1 will make a Halt at St. Hel- 
lens, or Hellena, which is now poſſeſt by the Ho- 
. nourable Eaſt· India Company. It is called the Ses 
: Inn, becauſe the Engliſb and other Nations ſtoß - 
oy there as a Place for Wardfimg and Refreſnment in 


their long Voyages to India. It was formerly feige 
ed by the Dutch, but retaken May 6th, 1673 U 
Captain Munday, with a Squadron of Engliſh Ships, 
and three rich Dutch Eaſt India Ships - made 
Prizes i in the Harbour; ſince which the Company 
have fortified and ſecured it, againſt any future 
Invaſion of ' Dutch, Portugueſe,” or Spaniards. It 
was called Sunta Helena by the Portugueſe, WhO 
diſeovered ĩt on St. Logs Day, ing i 2. 
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There is no Iſland in the World ſo far diſtant from 
the Continent or main Land as this. It is about 
ſixteen Leagues in Compaſs, in the Etbiopic Sea;

ut I muſt be cautious in publiſhing theſe wonder-. = 
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the avaritious Humour of this Boaſter, and ſo was 
neceſſitated to take ſome other Courſe. I embark- 
ed in a ſtout Carrick. bound for the Eaft-Indies, 
carrying the Value of two thouſand: Ducats to trade 
| with; leaving as much more for the Support of my 
& Wife and Children behind, whatever Misfortune 
might happen to me. In the Indies I thrived ex- 
ceedingly, lay ing out my Stock in Diamonds, 
E Emeralds, and Pearls, which I bought at ſuch eaſy 
Rates, that my Stock ſafely arriving in Spain, (as 
I underſtood it did) muſt needs yield ten for one, 
But having doubled Cape Bona Eſperanza in my 
Way home, I fell dangerouſly ſick, expecting no- 
ring but Death, Which had undoubtedly happen- 
ed, but that we zjuſt. then recovered the bleſſed 
Ille of St. Helens, the only Paradiſe I believe on 
Earth, for Healthfulneſs of Ait, and Fruitfulneſs 
of Soil, producing a all Neceſſaries for the Lite of 
Mag. It is about 16 Leagues in Compaſs, and 
has no firm Land or Continens within 300 Leagues; 
nay not ſo much as an Illand withia an 4 14 
Leagues of it; ſo that ic; may ſeem a Miracle f 
Nature, that out of ſo vaſt and tempeſtugus an 
Ocean, ſoch 2 ſmall; Rock or Piece of Ground 
ſhould. ariſe and diſcover itſelf... On the South is 
a good Harbour, and near it c divers ſmall Houſes 
built by the Portugueſe to accommodate. Strangers, 
with a pretty Chapel handſomely beautified with a 
Tower, and Bell Eg Near it is a Stream of 
excellent freſh. Water, divers handſome Walks, 
planted. on both. Sides with, Orunge, Lemon, 
Pomegranate, Almond - Trees and —— like, which 
bear Fruit all the Lear, as do alſo divers others. 
There are Store, of Garden Herbs, with Wheat, 5 
Peaſe, Barley, and moſt Kinds of Pulſe; but it 
chiefly aboundeth with Cattle and Fowl, as Goats; 
Gs Sher ck: e wild Hens, Pheaſants; 
"i Pi igeons,

ly about February and March are to be ſeen 
uge Flocks of a kind of wild Swans, (whereof 1 
ſhall have Occaſion to ſpeak more hereafter) who 
like our Cuckows and Nightingales, go away at a 
certain Seaſon, and are no more ſeen that Year. 
On this happy Iſland did they ſet me aſhore with 
a Negro to attend me, where I recovered my 
Health, and continued a whole Year, ſolacing my- 
felf for want of human Society with Birds an 
brute Beafts ; Diego my Black. moor was forced to 
live in a Cave at the Weſt End of the Iſle, for had 
we dwelt together, Victuals would not have been 
| fo plenty with us; but now, if one ſucceeded well 
in hunting or fowling, the other would find Means 
to treat him, and if both miſſed, we were fain to 
look out ſharply ; but this ſeldom happened,  fince 
no Creature there fears a Man more than a Goat 
or Cow, whereby I eaſily tamed divers Kinds of 
Birds and Beafts by only muzzling them, ſo that 
till they came either to me or Diego they could not 
feed. At firſt I much delighted in a Kind of Par- 
tridges, and a tame Fox, whereof I made good 
Uſe; for if I had Occaſion to confer with Diego, 
| I would take one of them muzzled and hungry, 
and tying a Note about his Neck, beat him from 
me, whereupon he would trait away to Diegos 
Cave, and if he were not there, would beat about 
till he found him; yet this Conveyance being not 
without ſome Inconvenience, 1 I perſuaded Diego, 
{who tho*'a Fellow of good Pare was content to 
be ruled by me) to remove to a Cape on the North-

Fleſh,. or whatever I pleafed, and upon the like _ 
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far, T conſulted how to join a Number of ther 
ther, ſo as to carry a heavier Weight, which 
if I could compats, | might enable a Man to be 


carried ſafely in the Air from one Place to another. 
I puzzled my Wits extremely with this Thought, | 
and upon Trial found, that it many were put to the 


bearing of one great Burthen, by reaſon it was im- 
poſſible all of them ſhould riſe together juſt at one 
Inſtant, the firſt that riſe finding himſelt ſtayed by 
a Weight heavier than be could {tir, would ſoon 
give over, and ſo the ſecond, third, and all the 
reſt.

me to have left behind, and it was a Wonder I did 
not, but my good Fortune ſaved my Life, for af- 
ter two Months Sail we met with an Engliſb Fleet 
about 10 Leagues from the Ifland of Teneriff, one 
of the Canar ies, famous for a Hill therein called 
Pico, which is ſeen at Sea above an hundrec 
Leagues off. We had aboard five Times theis 
number of Men, all in Health, and were well a 
vided with Ammunition; yet finding them reſol- 
ved to fight, and knowing what infinite Riches w 
carried, concluded it better if poſſible to eſcape, 
than by encountering a Crew of deſperate Fel- 
lows, to hazard not only our Lives, which a Man 
of Courage does not value, but the Eftates of 
many poor Merchants, who I am afraid were un- 
done by the Miſcarriage: of this Buſineſs. Our 
Fleet conſiſted of five Sail, that is, three Carricks, 
a Bark, and a Caravel, who coming from St. 
Thomas Ie, had in an ill Hour overtaken us ſome 
Days before. The Engliſb had three Ships welb 
provided, who no ſooner ſpied but preſently enga- 
ged us, and changing their Courſe, endeavoured 
to bring us under their Lee, which they might ea 
fily do as the Wind then ſtood, they ins light 
nimble Veſſels, as Enghfh- In generally are;

When I heard this Reſolution, e ahi 


4 Sea to work high, and knowing all the Coaſt to 


be fo full of Rocks and Shoals; that it was impoſ- 


ſible our Ship ſhould come near the Land, unleſs 
broken into a thouſand Pieces, 1 repreſented to 


the Captain the Deſperateneſs of the Attempt, 


wiſning him rather to try the Kindneſs of the E. 
nemy, than throw away himſelf and fo many brave 
Men; but he would by no Remonſtrances he re- 


moved from his Reſolution, therefore finding it 


high Time to ſhift for myſelf, I locked up my 
Hs Caſket of Jewels, 5 putting into my 


Sleeve, I then betook me to my Ganſas, and ha- 
ving harneſſed them to my Engine, and put my- 


ſelf thereon, ſuppoſing, as indeed it happened, 
that when the Ship ſhould ſplit, my Birds, though 
they wanted their Signal, yet tor ſaving their own 


Lives, which Nature hath taught all Creatures to 


| Preſerve, would make toward Land, which fell

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as The Vovaer and ApvenuTures 
out according to my Expectation; the People in 
the Ship wondered What I was doing, none being 
acquainted with the uſe of my Birds but the Cap» 
tain, Diego being in the other Ship which fled a- 
may unpurſued; we were about half League 
from Land, when our Carrick ſtruck upon a 
Rock, and ſplit to Pieces, upon which I let looſe 
the Reins to my Birds, having firſt. placed myſelf 

upon the Top of the Deck, and with the Shock 
they all aroſe earrying me tortunately to the Land, 
of which you need not doubt but I was very 
joyful, though it was a miſerable Sight to behold 
my Friends and Acquaintance in — woful Diſ- 
treſs, of whom yet many eſcaped: better than they 
ex pected, for the Engliſb launching out their Cock- 
3 9 diſcovered more generous! Tempers than 
we are pleaſed to allow them, taking Compaſſion 
of their Calamity, and endeavouripg with all Di- 
ligence to fave them from the Fury of the Waves, 
though with much Danger to themſelves; among 
others they took up our Captain, who, as Father 

Patio ſince told me, having put himſelf with 
twelve others into the Cock - boat, was forced to 

yield to one Captain Raymund, who carried him 
and our Pilot along with them in their Voyage to 
the Eaſt- Indies, whither they were bound, but it 
was their hard Fate, by a Breach of the Sea neat 
Cape Bucna Eſperanca, to be ſwallowed of the 
mercileſs Waves, whoſe Rage they awhile before 
had fo hardly eſcaped; the reſt as I likewiſe heard, 
who were about twenty ſix Perſons they took into 
their Ship, and ſet them on Land at Cape Verde. 
As for myſelf, being now aſhore in an Iſland 
inhabited by Spaniards, I reckoned I was late, 
but found myſelf: miſtaken, for it was my hap to

7 h, ah — they remained immoveable, 
| adily as if they had ſat upon ſo many Perches ;\ 
| the Lines lacked, neither I; not the Engine moved 
at all, but continued ftill, as having no Manner 
of Weight. 1 found then by Experience, what no 
Pailolopher' ever dreamt of, namely, that thoſe 
Things we call heavy do not fall towards the 
Center of the Earth as their natural Place, but are 
drawn by a ſecret Property of the Globe of the 
Earth,” or rather ſomething within it, as the Load- 
ſtone drawech Iron, which is within the Compaſs 
of its attractive Beams.

The Gifts he beſtowed on me were ſuch, that a Man 
would part with Mountains of Gold to purchaſe ; 
they were all Stones, nine only in Number, of three 
Sorts, one called Poleaftis, another Macbrus, and 
the third Ebelus, of each Sort three; the firſt are 
about the Bigneſs of an Hazle-nut, very like Jet, 
which among many other incredible Virtues hath 
this Property, that being once put in the Fire they 
ever after retain their Heat, though without any 
outward Appearance, till quenched with ſome kind 
of Liquor, which no way endamages them, though 
heated and cooled therein a thouſand Times; their 
Heat is fo vehement, that it will make any Metal 
within a Foot of it red hot, and being in a Chim- 
ney warms the Room as if a great Fire were kindled 
therein. The Machrus is yet more precious, in 
Colour like a Topaz, ſo clear and reſplendent, as 
though not above the Bigneſs of a Bean, yet being 
placed in the Night in the midſt of a large Church, 
it makes all as light as if an hundred Lamps were 
hanged round; can any Man wiſh for more uſeful 
Properties in a Stone than theſe? Yet my Ebelus 
is ſoexcellent, that it may be much preferred before 
them, yea prized above all the Diamonds, Sap» - 
phires, Rubies, and Emeralds that our World can 
afford. The Lunar Colour is ſo exceeding beautiful, - _ . 
that a Man would travel a thouſand Leagues to

The Pike of T eneriff is thought not to have its 

Equal in the World tor Height, its Top being ſo 

much above the Clouds, that in clear Weather it 
may be ſeen ſixty Dutch Leagues at Sea. 


It cannot be aſcended but in Fuly and Aiguſt, m— 


lying all the other Months covered with Snow, 
though upon this and the near adjacent Iflands 
none is tobe ſeen: It requires three Days. travel 


to come to the top: The Merchants and other 


worthy Perſons who undertook this Journey pro- 
ceed thus. Having furniſhed ourſelves with a Guide, 
Servants, and EY to carry our Wine and Pro- 
2 5 viſion, 
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_ viſion, we ſet forth from Oratava, a Port Town in 

the Iſland of Teneriff, ſituate on the North Side, 
two Mile diſtant from the main Sea, and travelled 
from twelve at Night till eight in the Morning, by 
which Time we got to the Top of the firſt Moun- 
tain toward the Pico de Terraira ; there under a 
very large and conſpicuous Pine Tree we took our 
Break falt, dined, and refreſht ourſelves till two in 
the Afternoon. Then we paſſed through many 
ſandy Ways, over many lofty Mountains, but 
naked and bare, and not covered with Pine Trees 
as our firſt Night's Paſſage was; this expoſed us 
to exceſſive Heat, till we arrived to the Foot of the 
Pico, where we found divers huge Stones, which 
ſeemed to have fallen from ſome upper Part: About 
fix in the Evening we began to aſcend up the Pico, 
but were ſcarce advanced a Mile, when the Way 
being no more paſſable for Horſes, we left them 
with our Servants. ' In the Aſcent of one Mile, fome 
of our Company grew very faint and ſick, diſor- 
dered by Fluxes, hs, and agveiſh Diſtem- 
pers, our Horſes Hair ſtanding up like Briſtles, and 
calling for ſome of our Wine carried io ſmall Bar- 
rels on an Horſe, we found it ſo wonderfully cold, 
that we could nor drink it till we had made a Fire 
to warm it, not wn hſtanding the Air was very calm 
and moderate, but when-the Sun was ſet, it began 
to blow with ſuch Violence, and grew fo cold, 


that taking up our Lodging among the hollow ? 


Rocks, we were neceſſitated to keep Fires in the 
Mouths of them all Night. RE PO” 
\ * About four in the Morning we began to mount 
again, and being come another Mile up, one of 
our Company failed and was able to proceed no 
further: Here began the black Rocks; the reſt of 
us purſued our Journey till we came to the Sugar 

' Loaf, where we began to travel again in a Sand 

* , - 
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Sand, being fitted with Shoes, whoſe ſingle Soles 

are made a Finger broader than' the upper Lea- 
thers, to encounter this difficult Faſſage: Having 
aſcended as far the black Rocks, which lay all flat 

like a plain Floor, we climbed within a Mile of 
the very Top of the Pico, and at laft we attained 
the Summit, where we found no ſuch Smoak as 
appeared a little below, but a continual Perſpira- 
tion of a hor: and ſulphureous Vapour that made 
our Faces extremely ſore; all this way we found 
no conſiderable Alteration of the Air, and very. 
little Wind, but on the Top it was ſo impetuous, 
that we had much ado to ſtand againſt ir whilſt we 
drank K. Charles If. Health, and fired each of us a 
Gun. Here alſo we took our Dinner, but found 
that our ſtrong Waters had loſt their Virtue, and 


were almoſt infipid, while our Wine was more briſk 


and fpirituous than before: The Top on which we 

ſtood being not above a Yard broad, is the Brink of 
a Pit called the Caldera, which we judged to be a 
Muſket Shot over, and near fourſcore Yardsdeep, in 
form of a Cone, hottow within like a Kettle, and 
covered over with ſmall looſe Stones mixed with 
Sulphur. and Sand, from among which iſſued di- 
vers Spiracles of Smoak and Hear, which being 
ſtirred with any Thing puffs and makes a Noiſe, 
and is ſo offenſive, that we were even ſuffocated 
with the ſudden rifing of Vapors, upon removing 
one of theſe Stones, which were fo hot as not ea- 
fily ro be handled ; we deſcended not above four or 
five Yards into the Caldera or Caldron, becauſe of 
the Slipperineſs under Foot, and the Difficulty; 
but ſome have adventured to the Bottom: Other 
Matters obſervable we diſcovered none, beſides a 
clear ſort of Sulpbur which lay like Salt upon the 


Stones: From this renowned Pico we could ſee the - 


Grand Canaries fourteen Leagues diſtant, Palma 
_ eighteen, and Gomera ſeven, which Interval of Sea 
„ : ſee med 
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| ſeemed not much wider than the Thames about 
London; we diſcerned alſo the Herro, being diſtant 
about twenty Leagues, and fo to the utmoſt Limits 
of the Sea much farther : As ſoon as the Sun ap- 
peared, the Shadow of the Pico ſeemed to cover not 
only the whole Iſland and the Grand Canaries, but 
the Sea to the very Horizon, where the Top of 
the Sugar-Loaf or Pico viſibly appeared to turn up, 
and caſt its Shade into the Air itſelf, at which we 
were much ſurprized. 
But the Sun was not far aſcended when the Clouds 
beg an to riſe ſo faſt, as intercepted our Proſpe& 
| boch of the Sea and the whole Iſland, except the 
Tops only of the ſubjacent Mountains, which ſeemed 
to pierce them through; whether theſe Clouds do 
ever ſurmount the Pico we cannot ſay, but to ſuch 
as are far below they ſeem ſometimes to hang above 
it, or rather wrap themſelves about it, - conſtantly 
when the Weſt Winds blow; this they call the Cap, 
and is an infallible Prognoſtick of enſuing Storms: 
One of our Company who made this Journey again 
two Years after, arriving at the Top of the Pico 
before Day, and creeping under a great Stone to 
- ſhroud himſelf from the cold Air, after a little 
Space found himſelf all wet, and perceived it to 
come from a perpetual trickling of the Water from 
the Rocks above him: Many excellent and exu- 
berant Springs we found iſſuing from the Tops of 
moſt of the other Mountains, guſhing out in great 
Spouts, almoſt as far as the huge Pine Tree we men- 
tioned before; having ſtayed a while at the Top, 
we all deſcended the ſandy Way till we came to 
the Foot of the Sugar-Loaf, which being ſteep even 
almoſt to a Perpendicular we ſoon paſſed, and here 
ve met with a Cave about ten Yards deep and fif - 
teen broad, being in Shape like an Oven or Cu- 
Pola, having a Hole at the Top near r eight Yards

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over; this we deſcended by a Rope that our Ser- 
vants held faſt on the Top, while with the other 
End being faſtened about our Middles we ſwung 
ourſelves, till being over a Bank of Snow we flid 
down, lighting upon it; we were forced to ſwing
